Bath spray s and brushes 
cleanse the pores more thoroughly 
than wash cloths. 
Some persons are 
of the opinion that flesh brushes irri 
tate the skin. 
But, it really isn’t the 
fault of the brush that this condition 
results—the pores of the skin become 
clogged because wash cloths remove 
only surface impurities, and as time 
goes on the clogging becomes dry pim­ 
ples that are exceedingly tender. 
If the bath brush Is used consistent­ 
ly , this irritation of the skin ceases 
and the circulation gives the skin a 
much better texture. 
When the skin is inclined to exces­ 
sive dry ness, a bit of olive oil used 
as a massage will help wonderfully . 
In this event, soda or borax should not 
be added to the water fo r softening 
purposes but instead bran water, which 
is easily made by pouring about a 
pint of cold water over a teacupful 
of bran. 
Let the bran mixture stand 
for half an hour, then pour into the 
bath water.

Albert stands without a peer on the 
sunny corners of Highwood or shuffles 
without an eq ual up its shady streets,

There is a good-natured, contem ptu­ 
ous cynicism in tine way he hangs 
his head obliq uely toward the ground. 
(Conventions 
and 
civilizations 
may 
change, but not all the mutations be­ 
tween infinity and eternity could cause 
Vlbert to consciously shift his position 
me fraction of an inch. 
For almost seventy years he has 
looked on life with a sophisticated 
corn that should chill the blood In 
he veins of those for whom he serves 
as a butt for practical jokes. 
Atra- 
hillous he appears; hut there Is noth­ 
ing about his actions or words tfiat 
would indicate that he is a hypochon- 
j 
driac. 
He is a philosopher of loafers, j 
who has summed up the philosophy of ! 
all ages ami has weighed life in the j 
scales only to find that it totals up to 
j 
the same sum for all persons during 
j 
all the ages. 
And Albert is satisfied 
that that sum is nothing. 
Every calling, however ignoble, must 
have Hs great men and occasionally a 
superman called a genius stands out 
over the heads of his illustrious 
broth­ 
ers 
Albert is such a genius in the 
fraternity of “town hums.” 
“Honest 
as the day is long.” they say of him. 
Ter: ptation bn* whispered in his ear. 
hut it lias never changed the angle of 
inclination at which lie peers upward 
and slantwise at life. 
In the days be­ 
fore prohibition he was the porter In 
the town’s outstanding meeting place 
for the thirsty, who visited the drug 
store only for [dlls and the various 
other household accessories that the 
village pharmacy carried. 
Albert was partial to liq uor of all 
kinds; but he never allowed this bias 
to interfere with his code of honesty. 
He was never known to take a drop 
•:nless he w h s invited. 
With complete 
confidence the bartender would semi 
him into the cellar to fill bottles, and 
Albert would always come up as dry 
vs he went down. 
The pathos of all 
Hie ages is written in this trait, for he 
was the inheritor of a principle of 
honesty that allowed him to do,noth- 
•ng contrary to the consciences which 
his fellows were supposed to possess. 
Albert the Paradox ical. 
There Is bathos In it, also. 
For Al­ 
bert. ail the townsmen agree, has no 
conscience.

code his fellows profess to have, Is 
condemned by his own code In the 
eyes of the town people; but by 
a

q uirk, characteristic to 
most 
people, the very ones who despise Al­ 
bert for loafing admire him for his 
honesty and point him out with a gen­ 
ial contempt as a famous local per­ 
sonage. 
Some years ago he was walking 
along the railroad tracks. 
The then 
President Roosevelt whizzed by in his 
“special" on n tour of the country. 
He 
saw Albert and he waved the custom ­ 
ary 
gesture 
that 
is interpreted 
as 
democracy. 
Albert saw his and 
he 
kept on his way. 
Presidents or eru- 
>erors might wave to him, but 
he has 
a democracy that Is above the 
con­ 
ception of others. 
It does not allow 
him to wave to anyone. 
Those who 
saw the incident took it upon them­ 


selves to make the subject of local 
repartee. 
Albert oniy shrugged his 
shoulders 
and 
said: 
“Shucks, 
he 
waves 
to everyone,” and 
weut 
on 
toward the sea to dig clams. 
Long before this incident he had his 
first and perhaps Ids only disillusion­ 
ment. 
In those days the West was 
roystering 
through 
its 
adolescence. 
Albert 
joined 
the 
army. 
Redskins 
were ravaging the plains, and he felt 
the call of romance that gunpowder 
and imagination bring to the young. 
Several weeks later Albert dropped off 
a freight train sadder and wiser. 
His 
philosophy did not allow’ him to ac­ 
cept discipline blindly. 
He had been 
sent to a nearby station. 
There he 
was ordered about and drilled. 
He 
had Joined the army to wear a uni­ 
form, ride a horse and gallop over 
the plains after Goinanches. 
He left 
the army “for the good of the serv­ 
ice.” 
Aloof He Watched Pawing Show. 
This was a disgrace in his eyes. 
It 
was simply a misunderstanding on the 
part of the W ar department. 
The 
years passed and he grew gray and 
grizzled with their passing. 
Betw’een 
long interludes of loafing he worked 
at odd Jobs. 
He watched aloof as the 
ox teams were displaced by horses. He 
saw the advent of the electric car that 
linked the city with the village, and 
he witnessed the growth of the vil­ 
lage into the neighboring city until a 
signpost on a smooth-paved avenue in­ 
formed the pedestrian tourist that he 
was out of one place and into the 
other.

In an effort to find the best 
way to apply it, they hav e fou nd it 
good practice to mix tiie acid phos­ 
phate with the manu re in the barn, 
mix it in the heap as it is piled for 
storage, or to pu t it on tin* spreader 
as the manu re is hau led ou t to the 
field, according to Prof. A. F. Gu staf­ 
son of the Minnesota College of Agri­ 
cu ltu re. 


Helps Conserve Nitrogen. 


Any of these practices redu ce the 
labor of apply ing the phosphate, hu t it 
does, howev er, requ ire some labor to 
add ft to the manu re daily or as it is 
drawn to ttie Field. 
Then, too, acid 
phosphate, when mix ed with manu re, 
helps conserv e nitrogen, in the form 
of ammonia, while the manu re Is rot­ 
ting. 
In a feed-crop rotation on a dairy 
farm, lie say s, it will be as well and 
possibly more profitable to pu t all the 
acid phosphate, 6<H) to 
8 00 pou nds to 
the acre for an entire rotation, on the 
land at one time along with the ma­ 
nu re. 
Apply ing eight loads of manu re 
to the acre, 8 0 to 100 pou nds of acid 
phosphate on each load pu ts on CIO 
to 8 00 pou nds to the aero. 
Bu y It in Bu lk. 
Professor Gu stafson say s that, be­ 
cau se bu lk acid phosphate can he pu r­ 
chased at $6 a ton less than that 
which is bagged, it is au appreciable 
sav ing to bu y it that way . 
At the 
rate of 600 pou nds to the acre, how­ 
ev er, a carload, with a minimu m of 
20 tons will cov er 50 to 7 0 acres, and 
therefore he su ggests that throe to 
fiv e farmers might pu rchase a carload 
together. 
The sav ing of $6 a ton is 
30 per cent of the price of ‘the bagged 
material.

Grow All Feed on F arm — 


Good Grain Ration. 


IN 1917. 


The dairyman that grows legumes 
as roughage for his dairy herd need 
not spend much time hauling feed to 
his farm. 
His concentrate ration may 
be made largely of home grown feeds 
according to C. L. Black man, ex ten­ 
sion specialist in animal husbandry 
at the Ohio State univ ersity. 
Grain rations adapted to alfalfa and 
clov er roughages are most economical 
and in other ways much more desir­ 
able than a grain ration with timothy 
roughage. 
These 
legumes 
furnish 
from two to fiv e times as much pro­ 
tein as do other roughages, as timothy 
stov er, or straw. 
A grain ration recommended by Mr. 
Black man that will work 
well with 
alfalfa, soybean, or sweet clov er hay 
is made of 400 pounds 
of corn; 300 
pounds of oats; 
100 pounds of cotton­ 
seed meal or oil meal, or a mix ture of 
both; and 100 pounds of 
1 ran. 
The amount of corn, oats, and bran 
will depend on 
the amount 
that is 
av ailable on the farm or the purchase 
price. 
If the cows get no silage it is 
desirable to feed equal parts of cot­ 
tonseed meal and oil meal. 
If feeding 
red or alsik e clov er it will be neces­ 
sary to feed 100 pounds of cottonseed 
meal and 100 pounds of oil meal. 
It 
is probable that 
no mineral 
supple­ 
ment 
is necessary 
if legumes 
are 
used as roughage. 
A 
few general 
suggestions 
hav e 
been made by Mr. Black man. 
They 
are: 
Feed about one pound of grain 
for each three or four pounds of milk 
produced and about a pound of hay 
for each 100 
pounds 
of liv eweight. 
Feed three pounds of silage for each 
100 pounds liv e weight. Complicated 
mineral mix tures .are not necessary 
for dairy cattle. 
In actual 
practice 
cows are usually fed what roughage 
they will clean up and the grain is 
v aried with conditions and production.
